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To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of 

Homcastle  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  ore sent  the  Annual  Report  of  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  1965. 

Last  year  you  nay  recall  I suggested  that  greater 
purification  of  rivers  was  needed  in  this  tightly  packed  island. 
Since  then,  though  I take  no  credit  for  it,  a grand  scheme  for 
water  storage  in  the  Rash  has  been  suggested.  The  ideas  regarded 
as  impractical  or  grandiose  today  may  well  be  acceptable  in  a 
decade,  even  urgent.  "Tho  a few  years  ago  on  the  Gas  Committee  of 
the  Council  could  have  envisaged  the  vast  pipelines  snaking  across 
hill  and  dale  to  bring  gas,  pure  and  ready  for  use  and 
non -poisonous  from  the  sea  bed  less  than  a hundred  miles  away. 

Still  looking  at  last  years  report,  I note  that  I urged 
the  use  of  dual  flush  cisterns  in  new  properties  and  for 
replacements.  Lincoln  and  District  Rater  Board  have  now  sought 
to  make  a bye-law  for  their  District  covering  this  matter. 

Yet  again,  from  last  years  report  I compared  the  62  year 
replacement  period  for  housing  with  the  22  year  figure  for  the 
rapidly  growing  Welton  Rural  District.  It  is  pleasant  to  record 
that  the  efforts  of  this  Council  and  private  effort  have  equalled 
this  much  bigger  authorities  accomplishment. 

During  1965,  rumours  were  afoot  of  light  industry  coming 
to  Iiomcastle  and  it  is  indeed  good  to  see  it  materialize.  If 
this  firm  can  do  'well  and  Homcastle  becomes  known  as  a centre  of 
light  industry,  it  may  well  prosper  and  retain  its  children 
instead  of,  at  present,  losing  half  of  them  in  their  most 
productive  years. 

What  has  all  this  to  do  with  health?  Essentially,  that  a 
f orward-looking  progressive  community  can  expect  to  do  more  for 
its  old  folk,  its  handicapped  as  well  as  for  its  able  bodied 
citizens  than  one  which  is  losing-  half  its  production  potential 
year  after  year. 

By  the  courtesey  of  Mr.  J.N.  Clarke,  I quote  a dietary 
for  the  inmates  of  Homcastle  Union  Workhouse  from  the  Minutes  of 
the  3oard  of  Guardians.  The  Medical  Officer  of  the  time  found 
scurvy  to  occur  and  advised  extra  milk  but  it  is  not  known  how 
prevalent  scurvy  was  among  the  general  population  at  that  period. 
Consumption  of  fruit  must  have  been  very  small  and  seasonal  and 
vegetables  had  only  recently  been  much  used  for  food.  The  ghastly 
efforts  of  Mrs . Beet on  "cut  the  cabbage  into  quarters  and  boil  in 
half  a gallon  of  salt  water"  may  well  have  a reflected  current 
practice,  and  destroyed  practically  all  the  vitamins  present. 


After  all-,  their  existence  was  unsuspected,  except  vaguely 
by  sea-farers  and  they  know  the  remedy  for  scurvy.  There 
is  no  reason  to  expect  vitamin  or  any  other  deficiency  in 
present  day  diets  in  this  country,  except  as  a result  of 
ignorance,  extreme  food  fads,  or  perhaps  in  protracted 
illness.  Nevertheless,  it  is  well  to  remember  that  that 
workhouse  diet  would  be  enjoyed  with  great  gratitude 
by  millions  of  people  today. 

Last  year,  (1964)  spoiled  Homcastles  long  and 
enviable  record  of  freedom  from  fatal  road  accidents  but  it 
was  noteworthy  that  the  accident  occurred  on  the  broad  approach 
road  where  speeds  are  frequently  above  the  legal  limit.  In 
the  narrow  streets,  safety  is  enforced  by  slowing  down  the 
traffic.  Even  so,  the  inconvenience  of  "no  waiting"  in 
Summer  and  utter  chaos  at  times  in  Winter  calls  for  amendment 
and  improvement  of  the  trunk  road  as  a valid  public  health 
measure  for  reducing  one  of  the  nation’s  chief  causes  of 
premature  death.  This  Council  has  done  what  it  can  by 
improving  the  standard  of  lighting. 

In  conclusion,  I must  again  thank  you  Mr,  Chairman, 
all  the  members  of  Council,  and  the  Officers  for  their 
unfailing  help  during  the  year.

Preventive  Measures 


Measles  protection  nay  be  in  the  news  in  the  later  part  of 
1966  when  the  next  major  outbreak  may  be  expected.  Naturally,  the 
firms  who  have  done  the  research  work  and  produced  the  vaccines  are 
keen  to  sell  them,-  but  the  government  has  not  seen  fit  to  provide  this 
protection  as  a general  measure.  However,  it  is  left  to  the  general 
practitioner  to  give  protection  to  children  at  special  risk.

Since  the  Aberdeen  Typhoid  outbreak  a considerable 
amount  of  retrospective,  current,  and  experimental  work  has  been 
done  on  tinned  meats.  The  outcome  is  still  that  tinned  food 
from  properly  supervised  factories  is  among  the  safest  of  foods,  but 
no  more  absolutely  safe  than  anything  in  this  life.  In  the  tinning 
process  a compromise  must  be  reached  between  the  degree  of  heat 
treatment  that  would  penetrate  the  deepest  part  of  the  biggest 
can  and  destroy  the  most  resistant  germ,  and  what  is  the  limit 
of  cooking  the  contents  will  stand  without  being  spoiled  in  the 
process.  This  is  a very  technical  problem  but  in  general,  small 
tins  and  jars  are  relatively  satisfactory,  whereas  in  the  larger, 
commercial  packs  there  is  a risk  of  the  outside  of  the  food 
becoming  over  cooked  before  the  interior  is  safe.  The  question 
of  micro-porosity  of  can  seals  has  also  been  explored  but  details 
of  findings  have  not  yet  reached  me.  It  is  sufficient  to  say 
that  it  is  unwise  to  immerse  food,  canned  or  otherwise  in  dirty 
water;  or  otherwise  to  store  it  in  conditions  where  the  outside 
of  the  containers  could  become  dirty.

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  system  of  supply. 
Complaints  of  insufficient  pressure  have  been  investigated  and  the 
East  Lincolnshire  Water  Board  is  doing  what  is  immediately 
practical  to  improve  the  supply  by  interconnection  with  other 
main  supplies. 

Fluoridation  appears  not  yet  a practical  proposition 
since  the  use  by  various  local  health  authorities  of  common 
water  sources  precludes  fluoridation  unless  all  health 
authorities  agree.  In  this  case  a minority  hold  up  the  progress 
of  the  majority.  Nevertheless,  I have  the  impress  ion  from  my 
clinical  work  that  the  dental  state  of  children  generally  has 
improved  over  the  yesrs. 

After  my  remarks  on  the  subject  last  year,  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  Lincoln  and  District  Water  Board  are  to 
introduce  a byelaw  to  encourage  the  use  of  dual-flush  cisterns. 

No  doubt  the  East  Lincolnshire  Water  Board  will  not  long  delay 
similar  action.

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Housing 

By  the  end  of  1965,  dwellings  on  the  Councils  site  on 
Boston  road  were  "becoming  available  fast  enough  to  give  plenty  of 
work  for  the  Tenant  Selection  Committee  and  to  ease  the  burden 
of  loan  charges.  As  forecast,  corparitively  little  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  in  letting  to  people  on  the  waiting  list. 
This  is  now  much  reduced  in  length  and  largely  limited  to  those 
with  more  specialized  requirements,  such  as  the  elderly. 

The  Council  are  pursuing  an  active  policy  of  seeking 
and  acquiring  sites  close  to  the  town  centre  where  small  groups 
of  small  dwellings  may  be  built,  as  a part  of  the  process  of 
urban  renewal.
